In spite of this, there dors 
exist for cach rider an Optimum 
“Pedalling - Speed: Energy - 
Output” Ratio, a balance of push 
ond pedal which = results in 
maximum efciency. 


A cyclist performs best whe 
he maintains consistent pedalllay: 
speed and orhythm, and to 
enable him to vary his roned 
speed sceurding to conditions, 
while maintaining approximately 
evem rate of pedalling, variable 
gear mechanisms have been pro- 
duced whieh will provide nim 


fwith up to 10 different gears in

The modern rider can sa 
equip his machine (hot he hag 
ato his command the precise 
gear to sult almost every 
Imaginable set of conditlons; he 
can now achleve his aim of 
maintaining his  optinian 
of pedalling while his road 
spol varies according fo the 
redstance to be overcome 
Utopia is here, or at least one 
may so think, 


A VERY ANTTITHESIS 


Then why, oh why, does one 
see. so many = of these well- 
equipped riders struggling 
against headwinds or up bills in 
the highest of their many avall- 
able gears? Why dees one sce 
them out of the = saddie; 
slumping furiously and unevenly 
on the pedals; wrenching madly 
at thelr handlebars; using 
muscles which have no part in 
the propulsion of a cycle and so 
burning up their precious cncrey 
In a very antithesis of the grace 
and economy of effort which 
should be the hallmark of the 
rucing cyclist? I am sure that 
{t ome were to remove the 
year Jever from the machine of 
one of these lypes, they would 
never notice it until cleaning 
day gume around, 


let these criminals study 
photographs of the "Heads" and 
they will see how very few of 
them stand up to ride, exedpt 
maybe fn a sprint effort. And 
the “heads” should know, it 4s 
their livelihood. I am sure that 
every ono af them would. join

When the Communists first 
took over power in these 
Eastern Buropean lands, Hung- 
ory, Czechoslovakia, Rumania 
and Bulgaria, they tried ruth- 
jessly to climinate Christmas as 
“a relic of the bad old 
capitalist cra.”
